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Restoration of 
Cemetery to 
Undergo Study 

Coordinating Council 
Promises Survey 

The Community Coordinating 
Council recently announced its 
willingness to conduct a survey 
to determine the steps neces¬ 
sary to aid in the formation of 
a group to restore the forlorn 
and weed-tangled Sierra Madre 
cemetery. 

This intention on the part of 
the council has drawn consid¬ 
erable encouragement from 
many of the families who have 
loved ones buried there. In a 
letter to the Coordinating Coun¬ 
cil, Mrs. Rudolph Hartman 
writes that “regardless of what 
others do, we would like to be 
a part of this wonderful proj¬ 
ect.” 

Under the by-laws of the 
council, it is not permitted to 
assume the financial responsi¬ 
bility of providing water and 
maintenance for the cemetery, 
but it can act as an agent for 
the establishment of an organ¬ 
ization which would carry on 
the project. 

The outcome of the council’s 
investigation may result in the 
formation of a Cemetery asso¬ 
ciation which would bring to¬ 
gether families who have plots 
there. Under such a plan it 
would be necessary to contact 
persons who have moved out 
of the community and to enlist 
financial support from them as 
well as from those still resid¬ 
ing here. 

City Clerk Marie Warfel re¬ 
ported to the City Council tnat 
many persons who had called 
her office before Memorial Day 
to protest the lack of water in 
the cemetery, had shown their 
willingness to help with the 
maintenance costs. 

Mrs. Edith Dane, president of 
the Coordinating Council, has 
appointed Walter Goodwin, for¬ 
mer head of the group, to make 
a survey of the situation and 
to report his findings to the 
council’s October meeting.

Blood Still in Demand 

Visitors to Red Cross Blood 
Bank Headquarters Learn Need 

The Blood Bank Center of the Los Angeles County Red Cross 
is operating far below its normal capacity and is in great need 
of replenishing its,rapidly diminishing supply, Mrs. Ralph Jones, 
blood bank chairman of the Sierra Madre Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, said this week. 

Mrc. Jones with Mrs. Florence H. Peterson, Red Cross secretary 
and Mrs. Paul Burton recruitment chairman, recently visited the 
Center where they toured the regional headquarters and learned 
the acuteness of the situation. 

“Wo were impressed by the magnitude of the operation and 
the efficiency of the Red Cross staff in processing the blood re¬ 
ceived from donors, especially the precautions taken to insure its 
purity and the system established to determine whether it is to 
be used as whole blood or converted into gamma globulin and 
serum albumin.” she said. 

The Sierra Madre workers also saw the almost empty shelves 
and learned that the ever increasing prescriptions of whole blood 
and its derivatives by physicians for many different diseases and 
injuries emphasizes the necessity of replacing the blood used. 

Mrs. Jones pointed out that there have been many occasions 
recently when calls for blood at the Center could not be filled 
by the Red Cross. 

The Blood Bank unit will be in Sierra Madre Wednesday, 
Oct. 6, at the Woman’s Clubhouse. So roll up your sleeves, folks, 
your help is still needed! 


Drilling Work 
on Well No. 4 
Now Finished 

Heroism and Trouble 
Play Roles in Project 

Drilling operations on Sierra 
Madre’s new water well. No. 4, 
begun last April 24, were com¬ 
pleted Thursday, Sept. 2. After 
beng sunk to a depth of 662 
feet, the casing of the well has 
been "bottomed off” in prepa¬ 
ration for the perforation oper¬ 
ations that begin this week. 

Those who will benefit the 
most from the time and money 
—even the risk of life—spent 
on this well are the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre housewife, who turns a fau¬ 
cet handle more times a day 
than she realizes, and her hus¬ 
band who takes it for granted 
that he may shower the lawn 
as well as himself at the end 
of a long day’s work. 

The cost for drilling the well, 
to guarantee a sufficient water 
supply for Sierra Madre’s in¬ 
creased population now at 
about 8300 people, has been 
$11,600 for the first 500 feet, 
plus $22.84. for each foot in 
depth dug thereafter. 

Trouble Encountered 

During the drilling opera¬ 
tions, trouble was encountered 
at approximately 100 feet. The 
bottom of the well’s casing 
struck a boulder, kicked side¬ 
ways, and broke. Hero of the 
emergency was a driller’s help¬ 
er, Bill Carver, who made more 
than 15 trips into the narrow

Dramatic Past Heard in Ring of 

More Than Century Old Church Bell 

★ . ★ ★ ★ 

Though Shipwrecked and Worn Church of 
Ascension Bell Tolls on Special Occasions

There is an old bell in the 
tower of the Church of the As¬ 
cension that could drive a 
newspaper man crazy. Rich 
with dramatic history that in¬ 
cludes storms at sea and ship¬ 
wreck, so little else is known 
about it that many of the basic 
questions in journalism—who, 
what, where, when, and why 
(and sometimes “how much?”) 
—cannot be answered. 

On the other hand, just 
enough is known about it to 
prevent its being labeled “The 
Mystery Bell” — a title that 
might create curiosity for miles 
around and arouse all kinds of 
interesting investigations. 

The bell originally tolled the 
watch aboard an English 
steamship, City of Dublin; a 
far-adventuring vessel that did 
sail all quarters of the globe, 
years before Sierra Madre’s first 
Episcopal church was com¬ 
pleted in February, 1886. Then, 
off the Oregon Coast, the brave 
ship was wrecked, and only a 


part of the mast with the bell 
attached was washed ashore— 
along with the captain and a 
few of the crew. 

After the men convalesced at 
a United States military post, 
name unknown, the captain 
presented the bell to the wife 
of the commander, both names 
unknown, in appreciation for 
the life-saving treatment he 
and his sailors had received. 
Name of the captain? Un¬ 
known. 

A brief record of the bell, 
posted at the Baldwin Avenue 
entrance to the Church of the 
Ascension, places the shipwreck 
as having occurred ”25 or 30 
years ago,” but your reporter— 
even after he put on his glasses 
—was unable to determine 
from what date that “25 or 30 
years ago” might have been. 
The best he could discover was 
when the church was blown 
down. That was Oct. 10, 1887. 

Destruction of the church by 
wind is part of the bell’s his¬ 
tory, so far as its Sierra Madre 


experience is concerned. After 
it found a home at the United 
States military post in Oregon, 
the troops were moved to the 
Presidio, San Francisco, and the 
bell went with them—later to 
be given to Chaplain 'Kendig 
there. The Chaplain, in turn, 
presented it to Sierra Madres’ 
Episcopalians who had started 
building their first church in 
September, 1885, on land do¬ 
nated by Miss Frances H. 
Hawks. When that church col¬ 
lapsed, the bell survived its 
second wreck in what certainly 
was not its first wind storm. 

On April 10, 1888, the corner¬ 
stone for a ne,w church was 
laid, and the first service in 
that building, which still 
stands, was held Nov. 11 of the 
same year. The ship’s bell, in 
the new, more rugged tower, 
tolled its call to worship as fer¬ 
vently as if ilo wind nor wreck 
could give it pause.. 

Then came its rival. A new 
bell, purchased through the

of age, for that would rule out 
the 80-year-old kids that rec¬ 
reate themselves, daily, in park 
shuffle board competition.

O’Neill Play 
Draws Praise 
Of Reviewer 

Acting, Technical 
Details 'Convincing' 

By E. N. VOORHEES 

As Hamlet said, “The play’s 
the thing,” and Eugene O’Neill’s 
“Ah, Wilderness” is proving it 
by continued packed houses at 
the Pasadena Playhouse, where 
it runs until Sept. 11. 

America’s greatest master of 
native realistic tragedy, such 
as “Anna Christie” and “Mourn¬ 
ing Becomes Electra,” here pre¬ 
sents a comedy of American 
family life, with a well-fitting 
cast of 14, featuring Will Rog¬ 
ers, Jr., Bobby Driscoll, Ann 
Morriss, Stafford Repp and 
Dorothy Granger, as members 
of the lively and happy Miller 
family. 

The action, of July 4, 1908, 
finally focuses on adolescent 
Richard Miller, superbly played 
by 16-year-old Bobby Driscoll, 
whose tragi-comedy is that his 
“high-brow” reading matter is 
miles ahead of his ability to 
digest it. A misunderstanding 
about Muriel, his first love, 
sends Richard off that evening 
to a sordid but highly instruc¬ 
tive adventure that employs all 
of O'Neill’s honest and power¬ 
ful realism. However, the core 
of honesty and decency in the 
boy, and the groping good-will 
and belief in his integrity by 
his parents, as convincingly 
played in high humor and an¬ 
xiety by Ann Morriss and Will 
Rogers, are crucial in resolving 
a situation that otherwise 
could so easily end in cyni¬ 
cism and tragedy for Richard. 

In toto, the play presents a 
thought-provoking sermon on 
family relations to delight the 
heart of Dr. Popenoe, including 
an adjunct problem in occa¬ 
sional alcoholism, high-lighted 
by one of the most amusing 
dinner scenes this veteran the¬ 
ater-goer can remember.

Law and order are funda¬ 
mentals of advanced society 
and progressive civilization. 

Jesus had this truth in miqd 
when He said: "Think not that 
I have come to abolish the law 
and the prophets; I have come 
to fulfill them.” To those who 
were anxious about the pros¬ 
pects of living in chaos, Jesus 
came with the glad assurance 
that the Christian life was an 
orderly life. This is expressed 
in at least three ways. 

In the first place, we live 
under the law of a dependable 
universe. “Every sound tree 
bears good fruit, but the bad 
tree bears evil fruit.” You can 
bet your life on that. It was 
not always so, however. In the 
days of Homer people lived in 
an undependable world. The 
story of the “Iliad” is that “the 
issues lie in the lap of the 
gods.” Whim and fancy, not 
law, ordered life. But Jesus 
frees us from fatalism. We live 
amid dependable physical and 
moral laws. We abide by them 
and we live and grow in “wis¬ 
dom and stature and favor 
with God and man.” 

In the second place, the good 
news of law is that w’e live 
under the law of a significant 
heritage. Jesus had respect for 
the men of old. He realized 
that we are debtors of the 
past. We stand upon the shoul¬ 
ders of those who have gone 
before. Our inheritance has 
been created by our fore¬ 
fathers. This is true both po¬ 
litically and religiously. Eter¬ 
nal vigilance is the price of 
victory and courageous faith 
is the price or survival. We 
must make of our shoulders 
foundations for our children to 
stand on. The past is always 
prologue to the future. 

In the third place, there is 
the good news that we live 
under the law of obligation and 
responsibility. Jesus was con¬ 
tinually saying, “I say to you.” 
He was telling us that no per¬ 
son can escape the obligation 
to become a creator of tomor¬ 
row’s destiny. By the faithful 
fulfillment of our humble du¬ 
ties we can help to meet the 
need of those less fortunate 
than us. By the power of our 
character we can say “No” to 
subversive forces of evil. Our 
footsteps mark the path of our 
world. This is the law of re¬ 
sponsibility that we cannot es¬ 
cape. It is good news, though, 
to know that we have a part in 
making tomorrow.

GARDENERS CHECKLIST 

1. The fall bulb planting sea¬ 
son has started! The fragrant 
Freesia, in particular, will do 
best when planted early. 

2. It is time for the fall gar¬ 
den cleanup spray. Aphids, 
scale, insects and spider mites 
are building up on a great 
many ornamental shrubs and 
shade trees. 

3. New lawns planted now 
will become established before 
the cold sets in. 

4. Be sure that the rooting 
area under Rhododendrons, 
Azaleas and Camellias is cov¬ 
ered with a one-inch mulch of 
leaf mold. 

5. Lightly prune ornamental 
shrubbery for shape. Where 
necessary, cut back to laterals 
in such a way that plants do 
not appear pruned. In general, 
try not to spoil the natural 
shape and habit of the plant. 
Remove dead and weak shoots. 
Remove withered flowers and 
seed pods. 

6 . Ground covers on banks 
should be planted now. The 
winter rains will help establish 
them.

At the end of their first two business years here, 
in their modern shop across from the Post Office, 
they discovered that their accounts had reached 
a volume which they had dared anticipate only 
within TEN years! . . . When it comes to Texas, 
they can discuss that biggest of all subjects with 
the same enthusiasm and references, considering 
that they both were born in Denison—birthplace 
of President Eisenhower. . . . High school days were 
behind them by the time they met, but when they 
did meet Sam proved there was nothing slow 
about the men in Texas. Attending a ball game 
in Denison, he spotted a certain girl in a crowd, 
introduced himself, and ten days later—July 23, 
1939—they were married! ... In those depression 
days Sam wasn't making much money on his clean¬ 
ing route, so he answered an ad in a Los Angeles 
newspaper by hopping a bus from Texas to Cali¬ 
fornia—and landed the job as presser in San Fer¬ 
nando!

He joined the Army Combat Engi¬ 
neers in 1944, fought "the battle of Fort Leonard 
Wood" in Missouri for a while, then, as a civilian 
once more, he created his own business in the sum¬ 
mer of 1945 in Glendale. One year later he sold 
his business to join the Temple City Cleaners, where 
he worked from 1946 to 1952. . . . Throughout 
this latter period, Sam and Ruth lived in Sierra 
Madre. They wanted to go into business here, 
but there was no space available until the VFW 
built the building at 280 W. Sierra Madre Boule¬ 
vard, where the Simpsons began their business 
here in May, 1952. . . . Some of the many people 
who take pleasure in recommending Simpson Clean¬ 
ers have asked Sam as to what makes the secret 
of superior work.

Lumber Company, 38 E. Montecito, Arnold is a 
seasoned lumberman without even being ready to 
approach old age. . . . After leaving Stout Insti¬ 
tute, he spent his first three years working for 
lumber companies in Wisconsin, gaining "yard" 
experience. Then World War II presented itself 
and he became a Tech Sergeant whose job for 
almost four years was helping to build hospitals in 
New Guinea and Australia. Returning to the USA 
in 1945, he was kept in the Army at Battle Creek, 
Michigan, for almost another year—which period 


is the longest he has ever known since college days 
when he wasn't dealing in lumber, one way or an¬ 
other! . . . Back in civilian life once more, Arnold 
became the manager for several different lumber 
companies that led him eventually to managing a 
yard at Black River Falls, Wisconsin. By 1951, 
however, memories of California lured him west¬ 
ward.

Southern Counties Gas 
company recently filed an ap¬ 
plication with the California 
Public Utilities commission 
asking for an increase in its 
rates to return the company 
$4,516,000 in additional annual 
gross revenues. 

The request, if granted, will 
mark the Company’s second 
system-wide increase in the last 
32 years and would add ap¬ 
proximately 50 cents to the av¬ 
erage monthly bill of a typical 
residential consumer. 

“With this increase,” a com¬ 
pany spokesman pointed out, 
“our average customer will be 
paying only 5 per cent more 
for his gas than he did in 1940. 
Since that time the over-all 
cost of living has climbed 93 
per cent.” 

In its application the com¬ 
pany indicated it needs the rate 
boost to offset operating costs 
—expected to be up $ 3 , 378,000 
in 1955 over this year—due 
principally to higher costs of 
gas and transmission expenses.
